Upon graduation, 
he went into the service. In 1947, Mr. Nasser came to 
Winslow as the rookie coach of WHS. 

During the past twenty-five years, this teacher has 
given outstanding service to the school and his community. 
His football record includes 5 Northern Conference Cham- 
pionships, 1 State Championship, and twice second in the 
State; this includes an over-all record of 161 wins, 61 
losses, and 4 ties, Besides being the BEST football coach, 
he has also coached track and basketball. 

Mr. Nasser is presently the Dean of Arizona High School 
Football Coaches and was elected to the Arizona Football 
Hall of Fame. To honor this man, Winslow held a "Nasser 
Day" on October 29, 1971, for his twenty-five years of 
outstanding service to WHS and to Winslow.
